The reply filed on May 9, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Newly submitted claim 27-64, claims 
1-26 being canceled, directed to at least two inventions that are independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

The originally filed claims, claims 1-26 (Group I), were directed to the negotiation 
of transportation contracts, specifically contracts for transportation lanes classified in 
class 705 subclass 8. In sharp contrast to the newly submitted claims 27-64 (Group II) 
wherein claims 27-57 (Group III) being directed to the auctioning of transportation 
services, with no mention of contracts or transportation lanes, classified in class 705 
subclass 26 and claims 58-64 being directed to a generic multiple-level auctioning 
classified in class 705 subclass 26. 

The Inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
as awarding transportation lane contracts. The subcombination has a separate utility 
such as auctioning one or more of a plurality of transportation services. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 

Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
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shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
as awarding transportation lane contracts.
